And that diners other his Mateſttes louing Subitets, who are often griefted and pꝛeindiced by the 
decrees and oꝛders of the Coꝛmmiſſioners, and yet cannot (ce them in reſpec no retoꝛd noꝛ memonall cer⸗ 
taine hath bene kept of them.
